Demand Agenda for Action 



Student Liberals have approved a sweeping set of resolu- 
tions at the 3-day Canadian University Liberal Federation Con- 
vention held earlier this year at Ottawa's posh Holiday Inn. 
More than 50 campus clubs across Canada were represented 
by the more than 200 delegates who attended the conference. 
Some of the more important resolutions that were passed in- 
cluded : 



(1) a resolution that the Fe- 
deral Government set up a De 
partment of Urban Affairs and 
Housing and that Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
be brought under the new de- 
partment. Low cost housing 
should be encouraged by govern- 
ment rent sub^dies to families 
of limited means. The Young Li- 



berals would like to see an ex- 
tension of the public housing 
program until there is a mini- 
mum of 75,000 units a year. Ad- 
ditional incentives should be pro- 
vided to encourage home impro- 
vement such as deferring asses- 
ments on home improvements 
for a period of some years. Also 
in the field of Urban develop- 



ment was a resolution urging the 
government to provide initiative 
and support for the control of 
water and air pollution by such 
means as tax incentives for in- 
dustry. 

(2) a resolution that Canada 
withdraw from the NORAD 
agreements which are due to 
lapse on May 12th, 1968 and that 
the U.S. and Canada hold joint 
discussions leading to the dispo- 
sal of nuclear weapons under 
NORAD control on Canadian 
soil. 

(3) a resolution calling for the 
broadening of divorce laws, in-

Queen's Students Put Up In Hotels 

Kingston (C.U.P.) — Residences complete with phones, televisions 
and room service? 

Not ordinarily, but this is the case with 40 co^ds and 50 men 
at Queen's University who are now living in the LaSalle Hotel 
due to lack of space in the residences. The students pay regular 
residence fees to the university, but share dining facilities with 
each other on-campus residences. University officials say the same 
arrangements might have to be made next year if residences pro- 
jects are not completed on schedule. 

SUPA Dissolved: New Left Committee Formed 

Goderich (C.U.P.) — The Student Union for Peace Action which 
replaced the Combined Universities Campaign for Nuclear Disarm- 
ament in 1964 has been dissolved by delegates meeting recently in 
Goderich. A group called the New Left Committee has been set up 
in its place. The N.L.C., which is neo-Marxist, is a response to the 
need for "a much smaller, well-disciplined group of people", said 
Queen's delegate Ken Fisher. Delegates dissolved SUPA because 
the union had failed in its attempt to evolve a workable critique of 
Canadian society. 

Manitoba Co-Op Buys Hotel 

The Manitoba Students' Co-operative Housing Association has 
bought a hotel which will house 100 students. The Madison Hotel, 
formerly a nurses' residence is divided into nine-house-type units 
each capable of housing ten to eleven students. Each unit will be 
equiped with a lounge, kitchenette, and bathroom. 

Descrimination at University of Manitoba 

Winnipeg (C.U.P.) — UMSU President Chris Westdal charged that 
the University of Manitoba is "participating in discrimination against 
non-white students by maintaining two lists of accomodation of off- 
campus lodging, one which is available to all students, regardless of 
race or colour, and a second available to whites only. In a written 
reply denying the charge. University President Dr. Hugh Saunder- 
son said the two lists maintained by the University actually different- 
iated between people who preferred to take in overseas students 
and people who had not expressed such a preference. Saunderson 
said that "if a homeowner tells us that he or she is prepared to 
take any student, and then refused any category, we strike that 
name from our list. But if a preference is expressed at the time 
of listing we try to make sure that a person of that type is given the 
name and address of the homeowner.*' 

Birth Control Info to Co-Eds 

Toronto (C.U.P.) — The student council of U. of T. has voted to 
provide birth control information to co-eds. The SAC birth control 
education program is mainly directed toward freshman co-eds. 
According to the Criminal Code of Canada such an education pro- 
gram would be illegal, and SAC president Tom Faulkner said that if 
the SAC were prosecuted "I realize that the president mi^^ht have 
to go to jail". The U. of T. health service gives prescriptions for the 
Pill to married students, engaged couples, and sometimes single 
students living together. 

UBC Remedies Lack of Housing 

Vancouver (C.U.P.) — Faced by a critical shortage of housing. UBC 
authorities have issued an urgent appeal to secure housing accon^- 
modation. An appeal by acting UBC President Walter Gage; Don 
Munton, Chairman of the Alma Mater Society's housing committee; 
and international house director John Thomas, has been issued to 
landlords and householders having rooms or suites or houses avail- 
able anywhere in the Vancouver area within commuting distance of 
the campus. University officials said the shortage is worse then ever 
and will probably cause real hardship unless more housing can be 
found quickly. 

Report Discrimination by Kingston Landlords 

Kingston (C.U.P.) — Kingston landlords and apartment owners dis- 
criminate against foreign students, a West Indian student at Queen's 
University claims. David Roett, an engineering postgraduate from 
Barbados, says he telephoned one house and asked to look at an 
apartment for rent. The landlady was agreeabe until she thought 
to ask where he was from. When he replied "from the West Indies" 
she said he wouldn't find the apartment suitable. He asked to i?ee 
it anyway, but the landlady refused. Noel Brown, a West Indian 
physics grad student said he feels that the Queens placement and 
housing service should not list housing which discriminates. ' The 
University is an international sort of place, and should not sanction 
such action," he said. 
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Every year if is sure to show its unnecessary head, some- 
times early, sometimes late. This year it is earlier than ever 
pity, but its true. 

Every year the disciplinary powers on campus see fit to 
announce their fines and penalties. Why? Exactly what does 
it achieve? 

The interesting fact about the whole business is that for 
all the threatening pronouncements nothing changes. Nothing 
changes for the simple reason that the whole attitude towards 
discipline and student conduct as a whole has not changed. 
With all due respect to the would-be statement that "students 
will be students", is it not high time that the whole approach 
matures ? Is it not high time that the students were expected to 
familiarize themselves with their obligations and conduct them- 
selves accordingly? If they don't, the appropriate action may 
be taken. Diaper changing is not only an unrewarding way 
of tackling the problem; it is also a poor solution. 

The football game against Sir George Williams last Satur- 
day was d classic in the above context. Not only did the dis- 
ciplinary system completely break down, but it did so hot on 
the heals of the solemn directive issued by the heads of all 
the disciplinary bodies on campus. This, incidently, included the 
Phillips Police Force. 

It seems that all the stern pronouncements are hot air and 
nothing more, for last Saturday there was a good deal of liquor 
abuse that went entirely unchecked before the eyes of the 
security police. In fact. Coach Pugh was heard on many occa- 
srons to demand disciplinary action. Is the Athletics Depart- 
ment going to have to shoulder this responsibility also by de- 
fault of the present powers? Furthermore, considering that the 
offenders were opposition supporters, their unchecked example 
is tempting Mac students to follow. 

Finally, one hears ugly rumours about a Campus Student 
Police Force. These are not only distasteful, but hardly necessary 
if the bodies In existence would do their job. Somewhere in the 
line of command the directive of the Disciplinary heads failed 
to come through to those responsible. 

Why not a little quiet action instead of unrewarding blow- 
offs!

(ConVd. from page 1) 
eluding mental cruelty and de- 
sertion as grounds for divorce. 

(4) a resolution that "Canada 
extend diplomatic recognition to 
to People's Republic of China as 
the sole and legitimate govern- 
ment of the mainland, even at 
the risk of incuring a break in 
diplomatic relations with the 
Nationalist Chinese Government." 

(5) a resolution (strongly ad- 
vanced by the Quebec delega- 
tion) condemning American in- 
volvement in Viet Nam. The re- 
solution pressed for immediate 
cessation of bombings on North 
Viet Nam by the U.S., recogni- 
tion of the N.L.F. at the confe- 
rence table as a legitimate poli- 
tical grouping in the South, and 
de^scalation of the military m- 
tervention of the U.S.A. with a 
gradual troop withdrawal. The 
convention endorsed General de 
Gaulle's theory of a neutral zo- 
ne comprised of Viet Nam, Laos, 
Cambodia, and Thailand. The 
Young Liberals suggelrted that 
the Geneva Convention be recon- 
vened to secure such an agree- 
ment and that the neutrality of 
thes« countries be assured by 
the governments of U.S.A., U.K., 
U.R.S.S., France, and China. 

(6) a resolution urging the 
government to take a hard look 
at labour relations. The conven- 
tion wants more "effective and 
sophisticated" procedures to deal 
with Civil Service strikes. Strong 
government action was advocat- 
ed where large price increases 



by a business or unnecessary 
layoffs affected vital coitlmunity 
interests. The convention took a 
strong stand against foreign own- 
ership by urging the government 
to : encourage the training of 
Canadians to replace foreign ma- 
nagement, increasing the 20% 
tax deduction allowable on inco- 
me from stock dividends to 507r> 
thereby encouraging Canadian 
investment in Canadian indus- 
tries ; that government subsidies 
to foreign companies be discon- 
tinued ; that strict guidelines be 
established for Canadian subsi- 
diaries of foreign companies so 
that foreign laws will not be 
binding on these subsidiaries and 
that the subsidiaries be bound 
by Canadian legislation only; 
that native industries be protect- 
ed from unnecessary liquidation 
and foreign absorption by not 
being required to pay the Inhe- 
ritance Tax, and that the Cana- 
dian government encourage Ca- 
nadian takeover of foreign sub- 
sidiaries by forcing these com- 
panies to sell their shares to Ca- 
nadians. 

(7) That a "Canada Research 
Corporation" be established by 
the government as a Crown Cor- 
poration with assets of at least 
1 billion dollars to encourage 
the technological specialization 
of Canadian industry. 

The government would do 
well to take heed of this policy 
convention, especially when the 
next election could see more 
than one third of the electorate 
under 30.

Clansmens Crush Georgians 



Rugger in full swing 



On Saturday afternoon, up- 
wards of 1,000 people saw the 
Macdonald Clansmen open the 
1967 season with an impressive 
display of power. The offensive 
team rolled up 35 well earned 
points while the Clansmen de- 
fense stymied all offensive ef- 
forts by the Georgians. 

The game, which at times was 
marred by poor sportsmanship on 
the field and some equally poor 
behavior by the crowd, should 
give the Clansmen a confident 
start for the on coming season. 
However, as coach Pugh pointed 
out, the Georgians failed to ca- 
pitalise on many mistakes made 
by the Clansmen. 

Macdonald started off on the 
right foot with a 60 yard return 
by Winston Ingalls. After a se- 
ries of ball exchanges Jim Mac- 
lellan combined with Bill Holt 
for a 35 yard pass and run play 
to put the Clansmen on the sco- 
reboard.
